There  was  no  local  incidence  during  the  year  of  serious 
infectious  disease*

SECTION  C  SANITARY  CIR COT, STANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  whole  of  the  district*  with  the  exception  of  8  houses  and  a 
small  light  engineering  works  in  the  Eagle  Tavern  Area,  and  the  Hall, 
Farm  and  Cottages  on  the  Burloes  Estate,  is  supplied  with  water  from 
the  chalk,  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  by  a  piped  supply  of 
excellent  quality*  The  houses  at  Burloes  are  supplied  by  a  private 
piped  supply,  also  of  excellent  quality* 

Again,  as  in  previous  years,  water  was  carted  to  the  premises  in 
the  Eagle  Tavern  area  during-  dry  spells. 

With  the  exception  of  the  houses  mentioned  above,  all  the  other 
houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  with  water  direct  from  the  mains  to 
the  houses* 

The  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  reported  on  Bacteriological  and 
Chemical  examinations  of  the  water  during  the  year*  60  Bacteriological 
and  15  Chemical  samples  of  water  were  examined  and  all  conformed  to  the 
standards  of  purity  considered  suitable  for  public  s upply. 

The  supply  to  domestic  and  other  premises  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Temporary  measures  were  continued  to  control  flooding  of  the 
irrigation  beds  at  the  Sewage  Works,  following  consultations  with  the 
Consulting  Engineers*  The  agreement  was  continued  with  the  farmer 
of  land  adjoining  the  Sewage  Works  for  ihe  preparation  of  three 
irrigation  beds  on  his  land  together  with  the  necessary  ditching, 
etc*  to  allow  for  any  overflow  "from  the  works*  The  beds  on  the 
Sewage  Works  were  also  scraped  and  ploughed  in  rotation,  and  these 
efforts  prevented  any  untoward  flooding* 

The  new  sewage  pump  was  supplied  and  the  pump  and  temporary 
pump  house  were  erected  and  put  into  operation. 

Negotiations  with  regard  to  the  discharge  of  Trade  Effluents 
from  Industrial  Works  were  continued  between  the  firms  concerned 
and  the  Consulting  Engineers* 
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The  Consulting  Engineers  continued  their  investigations  into  the 
provision  of  a  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  hut  at  the  end  of  the  year  no 
finality  had  been  reach edo 

Sixty  seven  new  houses  built  by  the  Council  and  private  enterprise 
were  connected  to  the  sewage  system  during  the  year* 

Two  small  sewer  extensions  we re  carried  out  during  the  year,  one 
in  Priory  Lane,  to  serve  one  new  and  two  existing  dwellings,  and  one 
to  serve  the  factory  established  in  the  old  Maltings  and  the  residential 
development  of  20  houses  in  Green  Drift 0 

There  are  thirty-nine  houses  in  the  district  which  have  cesspool 
or  septic  tank  drainage,,  Cesspools  are  emptied  once  a  year  by  the 
Council  free  of  charge * 

Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal 

The  cost  of  refuse  removal  and  disposal  for  the  year  amounted  to 

£4*235* 

A  once  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year,  the  refuse  collectors  working  on  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  which 
proved  the  work  could  be  done  well  within  the  week* 

The  search  for  a  new  site  for  a  tip  was  unsuccessful  and  tipping 
continued  on  the  existing  site0 

Tipping  of  refuse  continued  on  the  existing  site  and  maintenance 
of  the  tip  was  continued  and  advantage  taken  to  seal  the  tipping  area 
whenever  covering  material  was  available*  Treatment  by  spraying  with 
insecticide  was  carried  out  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  flies* 

Regular  baiting  and  poisoning  treatment  against  rat  infestation 
was  carried  out  during  the  year* 

Rodent  Control 

The  Rodent  Control  Scheme  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year 
and  the  following  work  was  carried  outs-

Twenty-one  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council  during  the  year* 

Forty-six  new  dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise* 

No  requisitioned  property  is  held  by  the  Council* 

One  property  was  approved  during  the  year  for  Improvement  Grant 
under  Section  JO  of  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Aet9  1958* 


Under  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959 »  eight  applications 
for  Standard  ('rants  for  improvement  of  dwellings  were  approved* 

Standard  Grants  were  paid  during  the  year  for  the  provision  of 
3  fixed  "baths,  3  wash  basins,  4  hot  water  supplies  and  2  food  storage 
facilities* 

Slum  Clearance  Programme 

The  demolition  of  Nos*  1,  2,  3?  4  and  5  Victoria  Terrace  and 
Nos*  7  and  9  Queens  Road  was  completed  and  the  site  levelled*  The 
land  adjoining  this  site  was  the  subject  of  a  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order,  but  the  result  of  the  Inquiry  was  not  know  at  the  end  of  the 
year*  The  object  of  acquiring  this  land  was  to  provide,  in 
conjunction  with  the  site  of  the  demolished  cottages,  sufficient 
acreage  f or  ihe  provision  of  Old  Peoples9  dwellings* 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  ActQ  I960 

Five  Conditional  Approvals  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Act,  1947?  were  granted  for  the  siting  of  caravans  and  Site  Licences 
were  issued  in  respect  of  these  single  units  on  isolated  sites* 

The  caravans  on  the  Willowside  Poultry  Farm  site  were  removed  and 
all  the  Caravan  dwellers  found  other  accommodation,  some  being  rehoused 
by  the  Council,  and  others  finding  their  own  alternative  accommodation* 

One  site  on  which  two  caravans  were  placed  was  considered  to  be 
unsuitable  and  one  of  the  caravans  was  removed*  The  Council 
considered  the  making  of  an  Order  under  Section  26  of  the  Town  and 
Country  Planning  Act,  19479  for  the  removal  of  the  remaining 
caravan,  and  the  stibmission  of  the  Order  to  the  Minister  for 
confirmation* 

The  provision  of  a  Manic! pal  Caravan  Site  was  further 
considered  by  the  Council  and  site  layouts  were  prepared  to  fit 
in  with  possible  housing  development  in  the  future*

Periodic  inspections  of  dairies  were  made  during  the  year* 

The  Council’s  area  is  part  of  the  Specified  Areas  Scheme  which 
require®  that  only  milk  of  Tuberculin  Tested  or  Pasteurised  types 
should  be  offered  for  sale* 

Two  Dealer's  Licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  the  sale  of 
designated  milks  and  three  Supplementary  Licences  were  issued  for 
the  retailing  of  designated  milks  in  the  District  from  premises 
situated  outside  the  Urban  Area*

of  the  registered  premises 9  there  is  nothing  worthy  of  comment 9  all 
the  premises  being  of  a  good  standard  and  well  raaintained0 

Educational  activity  in  connection  with  Foods 

There  have  been  no  activities  such  as  Lectures ,  Clean  Food 
Guilds,  and  so  on,  but  in  a  small  community  such  as  this  there  is  a 
close  personal  approach  between  the  Officers  and -the  food  handlers, 
and  a  good  deal  of  informal  advice  and  instruction  has  resulted  in 
a  steady  all-round  improvement  in  protection  of  food  in  storage, 
display  and  general  handling* 

Meat 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  and  no 
slaughtering  of  animals  was  carried  on  in  the  District  during  the 
year*

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over*  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 

Totals  of  notified  infections  diseases  for  the  whole  year  1962 
(after  correction)  weres  Scarlet  fever  49  Measles  2,  Whooping  cough  1, 
and  Food  poisoning  1„ 

The  above  numbers  are  seen  to  be  few  and  unimportant c,  the  single 
case  of  food  poisoning  (due  to  Salm*  Typhi-Muriua)  was  in  a  worker 
handling  animal  feeding  stuffs  outside  the  Roys ton  area  but  further 
search  failed  to  identify  the  source,. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

During  the  early  Spring  months  the  Bradford  outbreak  had 
considerable  impact  in  North  Herts 9  with  follow-up  of  remote  contacts , 
a  general  increased  acceptance  of  primary  vaccination,  and  the  special 
protection  of  health  service  personnel  likely  to  make  the  first 
contact  with  any  introduction  of  that  disease  into  the  area0  Public 
concern,  and  alarm  also  lead  to  a  great  volume  of  work  connected  with 
certificates  for  persons  proceeding  abroad 0 

Immunisation 

The  standard  use  of  a  TRIPLE  antigen  -  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  -  continues  available  for  inf  aits  from 
both  welfare  centres  and  practitioners,  with  a  generally  high  rate 
of  acceptance  and  remarkable  f  reedom  from  complaints  of  reaction*  A 
"booster*'  dose  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  -  omitting  the  whooping 
cough  fraction  -  is  offered  at  the  time  of  infant  school  entry  and  is 
widely  accepted* 

Against  anterior  poliomyelitis g  in  the  early  summer  the  Ministry 
of  Health  offer  of  one  dose  of  ORAL  (SABIN)  vaccine  was  made  available 
to  all  children  of  primary  school  age  previously  vaccinated  with  SALK 
vaccine,  issued  in  schools  on  a  lump  of  sugar*  Since  then  the  ORAL 
vaccine,  in  3  doses  at  4  -  6  weeks  interval,  has  been  almost  generally 
adopted  for  infant  immunisation  in  North  Herts,  to  give  a  probably  more 
lasting  and  permanent  type  of  immunity  than  the  previous  injections  of 
SALK  vaccine*  Essentially  an  attenuated  living  vaccine  given  by 
mouth  has  replaced  a  killed  virus  given  by  injection*
